In our dec1s1on!ent1tled the Claim of Henrietta Mae Siegel (Claim No.

CU=-3478 whlch we 1ncorporate herein by reference), we held that the propertles 
:owned by the Companxlwere nationalized or otherwise taken by the Government
of Cuba on August 6£ 1960, and that this type of claim is compensable to an
American national uéder the facts and conditions set forth therein. We need
not again detail here the reasons or the method used in determining the ﬁalue
per share of $49,7856,

On the basis of eﬁideﬁce in the record in the instant case, the Commis-
sion finds that this{claiﬁant comes within the terms of the Siegel decision;
that he was an Americ;n national at the requisite times; that he has been
the owner of 100 shares of stock id\the Guantanamo Sugar Company since
prior to August 6, 1960; and that h;_suffered a2 loss in the amount of
$4,978.56 within the meaning of Titlé V of the Act. Further, the Commission

finds that the amount of loss sustained shall be increased by interest
thereon at the rate of‘6% per annum from August 6, 1960, the date of loss, tbA

the date on which provisions are made for the settlement thereof. (See

Siegel, supra.)
